Participating Supervisory and Instructional Personnel 

Obsexvatione and judgments of participating personnel were utilized 
in gathering evidence of the effective operation of the program* All 
district superintendents and district coordinators were asked to com- 
plete specially constructed questionnaires* Random samples of princi- 
pals and teachers were oeked to participate in the evalttation survey* 
Specific details and related data are presented in the Results section 
of this report* 

Pwfticipsting Teachers and Students 

Another approach utilized in gathering information was accomplished 
by means of specially developed teacher and pupil instrumentation for 
assessing attltudlnal outcomes with respect to the program objectives* 

The students involved in the attltudlnal evaluation phase of the 
investigation totaled 446, 259 femaloe and 187 males* Of this total 
there are 153 students (117 females and 36 males) in seven classes at 
the sixth-grade level, 105 students (65 females and 40 males) in five 
classes at the eighth-grade level, and 168 students (77 females and 
III males) in eight classes at the eleventh-grade level* 

The student sample at the sixth-grade level wae selected from two 
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•cftoole in Queens (five cXaesee) end two schools in the Bronx (two 
cliises)* IJhrce of the seven desses ere exdnstvely femele, one of 
the seven exclusively mele. Two of the four schools ere elecoentery, 
special service.^ The other two schools are nonelementery, non** 
special service, Xn ell cases, the curriculum was specifically 
identified in the instructional process as Family hiving, Xndudini 
Sex Education, These four schools are fairly representative of puhlic 
schools in New York City in the categories indicated. 

It may he noted that the methods of impliusenting the program in 
family hiving, Including Sex Education vary from district to district 
and from school to school in response to local ccmsrounlty needs. Some 
districts have presented the curriculum units in a classroom situation 
where the lessons ere Identified specifically as desswork in Family 
hiving, Including Sex Education. Other districts have incorporated 
the iaiae laeteiPieXJi without epeeific identificatioiii ei peirt of the 
structlon in other curriculum areas or subject classes, such as neaitn 
education, guidance, science, and the like. 

At the eighth"grade level, the student sample was selected from 
two junior high schools in the Bronx (three classes) and on# junior 
high scdiool In Queens (two daises). Three of the five daises are 
coeducational whereas the other two classes are all male, As was 
the case with the slxth^grade students, the curriculum was specifically 
identified in the instructional process as Family hiving. Including 
Sex Education. Both types of classes simjpled are representative of 
schools In their respective categories. Exclusively male classes were 
not available for sampling at the time of the Investigation, but they 
will be included in the expanded sampling design for the school year 

1968-1969. 

Students at the eleventh-grade level were selected from two high 
schools in Queens (five classes), one high school in Manhattan (two 
classes) , and one high school In Brooklyn (one class). Five of the 
eight classes are exclusively female; the remaining three classes are 
exclusively male. The format of the curriculum for the three male 
desses was not specifically identified as Family Living, Including 
8ex Education, whereas it was so specified in the case of the five 
female classes. Xn all instances whore the format of the curriculum 
was not specifically Identified, It was integrated in the instruction- 
al process as part of the broader subject area of health education. A 
cooparaelve analysis between both types of curriculum as well as be- 
tween the sexes will be presented la the Results section. As was the

desses sampied ere representative of schools in the categories in- 
dicated. 

In addition to the student sample, there ere two types of teacher 
groups. One group con^rises 17 teachers who were involved in the in- 
structional process of the 20 classes sampled, The reason for having 
17 teachers cited instead of 20 is hecause three of the teachers taught 
two classes each. This factor occurred in the case of two high schools 
and one junior high school. These teachers were administered the teach- 
er questionnaire in person while their respective classes were being 
given the student questionnaire, 

A second group comprises those teachers who were mailed question- 
naires, This second group consists of 11 teachers Ci <^ering grades K-5 
and 12 teachers covering grades 6-12, for a combined total of 23 teach- 
ers, Teachers in the 6-12 sub-group were mailed their questionnaire 
to see if any Important difference exists between questionnaires ad- 
ministered via the mail as compared with those administered in person. 

A test of significance will be presented in the Results section, com- 
paring a group of mailed teacher questionnaires for grades 6-12 with 
a corresponding group of unmailed (personally administered) teacher 
questionnaires for grades 6-12, The K-5 teacher sub-group was mailed 
the questionnaire to evaluate their classes. Because of the age level 
of primary grade dilldren and the relative difficulty Involved in the 
reading and understanding of the questlotmsire items, it was deemed 
that at the present stage of instrument development, teacher evalua- 
tions would yield the best measure of class outcomes. 

In summary, it may be noted that the student sample consists of 
446 subjects, 259 females and 187 males, encompassing seven, five, 
and eight classes, respectively, at the sixth, elgth, and eleventh- 
grade levels. The teacher sample consists of two types; one ^oup 
comprising 17 teachers who were Involved in the Instructional process 
of the 20 classes sampled; a second group comprising 23 teachers 
(11 teachers from grades K-5 and 12 teachers from grades 6-12) who 
were mailed questionnaires. All told, 11 schools (four elementary 
schools, three junior high schools, and four senior high cchools) wore 
Involved in the student sampling. These schools are representative 
of public schools in New York City in the categories specified, such 
as: special service schools, sex, format of curriculum, and other re- 
lated categories , 

Educational Rupil Treatments 

The curriculum being followed is bases on the preliminary curri- 
culum guide to Family Living, Including Sex Education, which was pre- 
pared in the summer of 1967, The stated time allotment for the

1. In the elementary echooXs approximately 15 mlnutee per day, 
five timea per week (75 minutes).

In the primary grades, instruction is ordinarily included in the 
science, health education, or social studies time allotment as a 
specifically identified curriculum called Family living, Including 
Sex Education. In grades 5 and 6 more direct teaching is typically 
initiated. The time allotment is flexibly based on teacher judgment 
and separate classes for boys and girls are utilized wherever deemed 
advisable. 



On the secondary grade levels, the instructional format of the 
cuviricuXtn& Is eithsr spsaificslXy idenfcifiod ov Is integrated as 
part of broader subject areas such as health education, guidance, 
science, and the like, or is presented in combinations of both types 
of format. 

Instruments Used and Data Analysis Procedures 

A comprehensive evaluation of pupil outcomes with respect to the 
implementation of a new curriculum, particularly one of a psycholo- 
logical nature such as Family Living, Including Sex Education, must 
necessarily include an assessment of attitudal reactions. One im* 
BMdiate problem in the assessment of attitudes in the relatively 
undeveloped area of sex education is the lack of instrumentation 
which can he used for evaluating purposes. In the absence of any 
available measuros, questionnaires were developed for the purpose 
of evaluating attltudlnal reactions to the program objectives of the 
Family Living Including, Sex Education Frograra. The objectives of 
the program which the questionnaires are designed to measure were in* 
eluded in t' @ Introduction section of this report. 

The instrumentatiooe developed are of three types: a pupil question- 
naire for grades 6-12, a teacher questionnaire for grades 6-12, and 
another teacher questionnaire for grades K-5. Copies of each question- 
naire may be found in the Appendix. 

(1) Pupil Questionnaire. Grades 6-12 , The pupil questionnaire 
titled, "What Do You Think About Family Living, Including Sex Educa- 
tion" is a 13 item, multiple-choice type measure. Then of the thirteen 
items contain five response categories per item and two items contain 
three response categories per Item. The remaining item, question 13, 
is open-ended and is, therefore, not included among the statistical 
tabulation of the 12 multiple-choice type questions. The items are 
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derived from the program objectlvea of the Family Living, Including 
Sex Education Frogram, aa cited in tbe Introduction aection. The 
method of adroiniatration of the pupil questionnaire followed a uniform 
set of instructions# The instructions are stated in the Directions 
lection of the questionnaire and were personally administered to the 
student sample by two of the investigators. 

Measure of Reliability . The ”split-half” or ”odd-’even« method 
of correlation was employed by dividing the instrwnent into two sets 
of six even-numbered items and six odd-numbered items, by combining 
alternate items in the questionnaire. The correlation was then com- 
puted for these half tests. From the self-correlation of the half 
tests, the reliability coefficient of the whole test was then estimated 
by use of the Spearman-Brown prophecy formula. 

Accordingly, measures of reliability were estimated for grade 
levels six, eij^t, and eleven with the following results# For grades 
•lx the correlation (r) for the whole test is ,89, for grades eight 
the r is ,84 and for grades eleven the r is ,87. These results sug- 
gest a fairly high and consistent level of reliability for the in- 
strument at the three grade levels, 

(2) Teacher Questionnaire. Grades 6-12# The teacher question- 
naire concerning pupil attitudes for grades 6-12 closely parallels 
that of the pupil questionnaire for grades 6-12, accept for two 
additional it^as at the end of the teacher questionnaire and a change 
in title page and directions, the content of the questions for both 
instruments is exactly the same. The reason for this is to deterralne 
how closely teacher and class perceive class attitude outcomes as 
measured from the same set of questions. Accordli^gly, each teacher 
was asked to give her reaction as to how she thinks the majority of 
her class feels toward each questionnaire item, as seen through the 
eyes of the class as a group# In other words, the teacher was asked 
to respond according to what she believed to be the class * feelings 
toward each question. Results of teacher and class comparisons for 
the sixth, eigth, and eleventh grade levels can be found among the 
tests of significance of the Results section. The questionnaire was 
administered to the class teacher by on® of two investigators at the 
same time the class was being given its questionnaire. The uniform 
set of instructions for the administration of the instrument can be 
found in the Directions section of the questionnaire. 

Measure of Reliability , The measure of reliability is the same 
as that ©ttployed for the pupil questionnaire. The split-half co- 
efficient, Spearman-Brown formula, was used and yielded a correlation 
of ,71# It should be noted that this estimate is based on the re- 
sponses of a group of 12 teachers from grades 6-12 to whom the ques- 
tionnaire was mailed. 

(3) Teacher Questionnaire, Grades K-5 . The teacher question- 
naire for grades K-5 closely resembles the teacher questionnaire for 
grades 6-12, The content and format of the questions are virtually 
the same except for minor changes in phraseology. As was previously

Measure of Reliability , As was the case with the pupil and 
teacher questionnaires, grades 6-12, the split-half coefficient, 
Spefficman-Brown formula was eoDployed as the measure of reliaoiii y»

Estimate of Validity. The estimate of validity for the 
pupil que»tionn«lie, ifiS.T^XZ, la a concurrwit type of validity 
involving teacher ratings obtained from the teacher questio^ire, 
grades 6-12, at a criterion of comparison. It was mentioned ^oove 
that the content of the questions for the teacher and pupil quetWon- 
naires, grades 6-12, is exactly the same for both instruments. The 
rationale for thla procedure la to determine how eloaely tea ^w ^ 
claaa perceive claaa attitude outcomea aa raeMMed frra the aa^ aet 
of cuestions. As such, each teacher Involved in the instructional 
process of the sttident sample was ashed to give her jud^t as to 
how she thinks the majority cf her class feels toward each question- 
naira item. In essence, tie teacher was asked to respond according 
to what she believed to be the class* feelings toward each questi^on. 
The teacher questionnaire was administered to the class teacher y 
one of two investigators at the same time the class was being given 
their questioimaire. 



Class and teacher modal responses for each of 
choice questionnaire items was determined for the sixth, eighth, and 
eleventh-grade levels. For example, at the sixth-grade level, the 
modal responses for seven classes and theix respective teachers were 
determined for each of vthe 12 items. The modal response pattern 
(profile) of the seven classes combined was then compared with the 
nodal response pattern of Che seven teachers combined. A percentage 
of agreement between both types or modal response patterns was then 
decerned to arrive at an estimate of validity of the concurrent 
type. The same procedure was followed with the eighth and eleventh- 
grade levels. All told, there were 20 classes and 17 teachers; in 
three instances one teacher taught two classes apiece. The three 
teachers who tau^t two classes apiece answered two questl^alres 
each CO that, in all, every class in the student sample had a corres* 
ponding teacher questionnaire. 



Based on the results for the seven classes at the slxt^grade 
level, the percentages of agreement ranged from a high of 9^ to a 
low of 50%.

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Thui the majority oi itudeati took a lomewtiat leee poalttve view than 
their teachere with reepect to the followings 

a) fhe extent to which the curriculum hat helped them to 
get along better with other boye and girl* (Item 4) 

b) Other waye in which the pupile feel the curriculum 
hae been helpful to them (Item 5) 

c) fhe extent to which the pupile feel they now understand 
their families (Item 6) 

d) The degree of expressed willingness with which the 
pupils feel they can now talk with their parents about 
themselves and their friends (Item 7) 

As was the case with the eighth grade students, it was found 
that the mejority of eleventh grade pupils gtnerelly perceive their 
parents as either reluctant or hesitant to discuss w&x with them, 
while they feel considerably more comfortable and free to discuss 
sex with their friends (item 7)# With respect to item 6, an 
appreciable number of pupils felt that one year of clastwork in 
Family Living, Including Sex Educetion was insufficient to acquire 
en adequate underatending of their families, hut that thia under" 
standing would come gradually over a period of yeers* A smaller 
number of pupils expressed the feeling thet they already believed 
thmselves to have a basic understanding of their family. In 
reference to item 4, a considerable number of atudents felt that 
there was not aoi^Xe time in class discussion devoted to the topic 
of getting along better with other hoys and glrla, whereas a lesser 
number of students felt they know how to get along with their peers 
end that this was not an area of particular concern to th^, The 
reasons the pupils gave for responding negetlvely to it^ 5 were, 
surprisinglyi of a positive nature. That is to say, they felt In 
the main that most of the ways in which the curriculum has proved 
helpful to them has already hesn made available to them in other 
respects and, therafora, "not many** other ways actually remained. 

In general, the results for the eleventh-grade teachara and 
atudents eppear to indicate that the pupil outcomaa to the program 
objectives are eesantially favorable end reflect a fairly close level 
of agreement between both groups. 

Fupil Attitude Questlonneircs . Cocoparisons of mean scores on 
the pupil questionnaire and the teacher questiotmeire were made in 
further atudy of pupil ettitudea. The atetlstical aignificence of 
tha conparisona was datamlned by naans of tha **t*' teat.

The statistically significant differences found between the 
mean scores for grades 6 and 8 and for grades 6 and 11 Indicate 
that the attitudes of sixth grade students to the program ohjectivei 
are more favorable. than those of the eighth and eleventh grade 
students. This finding may be attributable, in part, to the fact 
that sixth graders received 75 minutes of instruction per week, 
whereas eighth and eleventh graders usually received 40 minutes 
of Instruction per week. Moreover, sixth grade students spend 
the entire school day with their homeroom teacher whereas eighth 
and eleventh grade students typically spend one or two clase 
periods a week with their teacher for Instruction in this curricu- 
lum. 



The statistically significant difference found between the 
mean scores for grades 8 and 11 indicates that the attitudes of 
the eighth grade students to the program objectives *re more favor- 
able than those of the eleventh grade students. This findl^ may 
reflect a more Individualistic, differentiated way of thinking 
about sex on the part of the eleventh grade students. It may also 
be that the instrtinent does not adequately reflect the more sophis-

actlont to the new program were rated “favorable” and vary favorable with 
a frequancy of fro® 63.6 per cent (other supervisors) to a per cent fre- 
quency of 86.3 (teachers). 
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Aaotlier auescion that was asked fche district st^erintecdemts was»*’To 
what ™t his the introduction of the new program in Family Living In^ 
eluding Sex Education affected ofdier instructional priorities within your 
district?” About 59 per cent answered that the introduction of the program 
had had no significant effect on other instructional priorities# Abwt 14 
per cent indicated that the new program had had a favorable effect while an 
equal percentage said it had had a negative effect on other instructional 
priorities# Three district superintendents did not reply to this item# 

Training Frogram - In the implementation of the new program it was nec- 
essary to conduct in-service training programs for teachers selected to par- 
ticipate in the instructional program. Therefore, the district superin- 
tendents were asked, ”To what extend and in what way had the new progrm and 
associated training programs affected the quality of the teaching staff 
within your district?” The respondents were asked to check one of five 
Sm fr^ "locmi*d coniW.«bXy" to "docreofed c<m.ld.r«My" with r«- 
spect to each of three areas, namely, sensitivity to pupil needs, sensitivity 
to parent needs end sensitivity to cofnmmlty nseds# Table 2 presents the 
ratings of the district superintendents# Of fche latter 19 responded and 
3 did not#

Of theee, only 3 diftxicte xepoxted thet no ectuel 
cleiixoom inatxuction hed e« yet been implemented elthough teeohexe hed 
been eelected end wexe attending in-«exvice txeining couxeei# The numbex 
of eehoole pex diftxict whe^e pupil inetxuction in Family Living wee being 
pxovided vexied fxom 1 to 16 with e median of 7 eehoole. A lexge mejoxity 
of the eupexintendente wexe in favox of eithex expending the pxogxem, 81 
pexcent, ox, et leaet, in continuing the pxogxem, 13.6 pexcent. Although 
e pxeciae account of the community xeections to the pxogxem could not be 
taken et the pxesent time, ovex 50 pexcent of the xeepondents judged the 
coiommity xeaction ee vexy fevoxeble end 45 #5 pexcent judged it to be et 
leaet fevoxeble. Ovex half of the xeepondents xepoxted that they xeceived 
etxong iuppoxt fxom the community; howevex, many indicated thet the euppoxt 
wee not pexticulexly etxong. The eupexintendente also felt that the pexent* 
echool xelationehips incxeaeed. 

The eupexintendente genexelly egxeed that the xeectione of othex 
pexticipeting distxict pexeonnel to the new pxogxem xenged ooatly f*o« 
fevoxeble to vexy fevoxeble. Howevex, thexe wexe inetancee of lukewetm 
end indiffexent attitudes tovaxd the new pxogxem. 

Ovex half of the supexintendents xepoxted that the intxoduction of 
the pxogxem showed no significant effect on othex inatxuctlonel pxioxities 
while about 14 pex cent indicated that it had a fevoxeble effect and an 
eq^ual pexcentege xepoxted a negative effect on othex instxuctionel 
pxioxities. 

Accoxdlng to most of the supexintendents the pxogxem had a positive 
effect in increasing teacher's sensitivity to pupil needs end parental 
needs, end sensitivity to community needs. Ninety-five pexcent of the 
district supexintendents xepoxted that their teachers attended txeining 
programs outside the distxict while 148 teachers participated in The 
Central Txeining Fxogxem. Ninety-one pexcent of the respondents pre- 
ferred the local district training programs to the out-of-district 
training programs. 

The primary xecommcndation made by the superintendents for strengthen- 
ing the program was to continue and enlarge the training programs for the 
participating staff, including teachers and supervisors. The importance 
of visual aid materials was also stressed by many of the respondents. A 
number of superintendents also expressed the need for training programs 
for parents administered by trained personnel.

More specificelly, the total number of elementery echool principele 
eurveyed wee 38, fwenty-elx reeponded, repreeenting 68,4 per cent of the 
elementery group# The totel nued^er of intermediete end junior high echool 
principele eurveyed wee 26, end ei^teen reeponded, repreeenting 6l#5 per cent. 
The totel number of eenlcr high echool principele eurveyed wee 19 1 thirteen 
reeponded, repreeenting 68.4 per cent of the originel 19. 

Forty- three of the 52 reeponding principele, or 82.7 per cent, reported 
thet e totel of 9,630 pupile were currently under inetmetion in Family living 
Including Sex Iducetion. Hlne pr^lpele reported thet no pupil inetruction 
in the new curriculum hee ee yet been eetebllehed. Four echoole inetructed 
only glrle, end one echool d^y boye, in the new progrem. In general, the 
proper tione of perticipetii^ boye end girle were ebout equal.

The order in which the item reeponeee ere reported doee not correepond to the 
eequence in which the items eppeer on the queetlonnetre beceuee reaponeei hiwe 
been grouped to fecilitete enelyeie end interpretation. The reeulte deecribe 
the principele* methode of orgeniretion end edminietretion of the progrem in 
hie school in the ereee of staff training, parental involvement, epproeches 
to impleraentetlon, end pupil end coomKinity reactions. Finally hie plans end 
recommendations for the futmre will be considered. 

Teecher Selection end Training 

Prior to the io^leoentetlon of the pilot progrem in Family living e^ 

Sex Education on the ecele described above it wes ntcessery to select e^ 
train the required teaching eteff. The principals were eslced to describe 
the procedures they followed in selecting teachers for pertlclpetlon in the 
progrem. In eddltlon, they were eeked to indicate any subject area beckpounds 
they preferred euch teechere to have, to identify the type of training these 
teachers received, end to give their evaluation of this training. 

The methods used by principals to determine which teachers would teech 
the new materiels in their school varied. The largest group (48.2 per cent) 
stated that the principal made the seleccion; 22.2 per cent asked for 
volimteers from their staffs, 3.7 per cent relied on repMiidetlm of other 
eteff mei4»ece, 22.2 per cent utilised ell the above aethode, and 3.7 per cent 
felled to reepofid to thie queetion.

It is undoubtedXy true that the eXassroom teacher has a more intimate 
knowXedge of the individuaX pupiX than does the principaX, NevertheXess, the 
principaX is in a position to judge generaX reactions on the part of ^e 
pupiX popuXation and to observe a wide range of pupiX interactions* The 
principaX was, therefore, asked to give an opinion ae to the generaX reaction 
of tha pupiXs in his schooX to the new program. 

Over 70 per cent of reporting principaXe coneXuded that^ general pupil 
reaction, was'^favorahla, with 44.4 per cent declaring that the pupil resp^e 
was enthusiastic. There were no reports of a hostile reaction, and only 5.0 
per cent declared the pupil reeponse was primarily one of indiffere^e. 

About 9 per cent reported a range of reactions from favorable to unfavorable 
on the part of studente, and 14.8 per cent of the principals faiXed to 
respond to this item.

This called for both local school participation on the part of parents and 
also exchanges with the experiences and resources of other schooXs within the 
district* The principals were asked to describe the extent of thie participa- 
tion and to evaluate its effect* 

When asked whether the new program affected parent-school interaction,

Coordinator's Questionnaire • In March of 1968 thirty district 
coordinators of family Living Including Sex Education were aent 
gucstionnaires concerning the training progriaa they had completed in 
fehruary 1968 at the fostgraduate Center for Mental Health in New fork 
City. Iwenty-two or 73 percent of the coordinators returned completed 
anonymous questionnaires, a copy of which is In Appendix B* 

The questionnaire was divided into four sections. The first section 
gathered information about the general personal and professional back- 
ground of the coordinatori* The second section was devoted to their more 
iianediste experience of selection, and Initial participation in the program* 
The third and largest section was devoted to their training experience at 
the fostgraduate Center* finally they were asked to anticipate some of 
the prcbl^, of implmsentation of the program in their dlitrlct and to 
judge the adequacy of the materials and training they brou^t to their sew 
assignment* 

Background Bata on Bis tr let Coordinators - Of twenty-two district 
coordinators who responded to the questionnaire, fifteen were men and 
•even were women. All but one was married. About one-third ranged in 
age from 31 to 50; sixty- four percent were over fifty years of age and 
4,5 percent reported no age* Many of the district coordinators were 
licensed to teach in more than one subject area, but a majority (15) were 
certified in the arce of Health end f^sicel Educetlon* Ten were holders 
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of clfwwiotiniy fchc?oX Xiconoes mwt oino hoX4 llc^fisof diftJicibutod ovoir 
tho fieidi of scUm^, mthemticB md other euhject eroee* twelve of 
the coordiimtore reported both elementery end eecondery ichooX teechi^ 
•xperieocet Seveo of the coorditietore hed t ought in other educetioneX 
•ettingi iuch »« coXXegee end training inetitutee# ^e s»et freguentXy 
reported teechlngbeckground woe eecondery eohooX with 19 cXetoing inch 
experience# Fourteen reported having eXeiaentery echooX teaching 
experience. In terms of total teaching experience, the range was from 
IX years to 39 years, with the average being 27 years# With respect to 
the area of instruction in which they had been roost involved over the 
past three years, X7 reported it to be Health and Physical Education# 

Two stated science, one curriculum development, and one roatheroatics as 
the area of their roost recent work. 

Almost aXX the district coordinators were requested to assuroe the 
post by their district superintendent# When asked to indicate their 
reaction to this new assignroent on a five-point scale twenty-one said 
they felt positive or enthusiastic# Only one coordinator reported 
feeling mildly negative# None of the coordinators had participated in 
the developroent of the new preliminary curriculum prepared for the prograro# 



It was mentioned earlier that this assignroent was in addition to other 
duties for which the coordinator was responsible. Almost all the 
coordinators reported that the distribution of their time was left to their 
judgment. Twelve or 55 percent found it possible to provide the time 
required by the new prograro. The rrosaining coordinators fouiul themselves 
unable to provide the necessary time allotiaent they deemed necessary for 
their various duties. 

The training prograro for district coordinators held at the Post- 
graduate Center for Mental Health Included a battery of group alms. The 
overall objectives of the new curriculum bad to be presented and clarified 
for the coordinators. A close examination of the preliminary curriculum 
guide and plans for its implementation had to be discussed. Therapists 
engaged in sensitising the coordinators to their own and to other feelings 
and attitudes in the area of Family Living and Sexuality as a means of 
providing them with the openness of mind and emotion called for In this 
new area. Experts in the area of Family LlflWpndtiex Education were heard 
and questioned on their experiences and views. The training program was 
designed to convey a clear sense of the curriculum objectives to the 
coordinators with the Intent that the coordinators experience a sense of 
security, understanding the scope and nature of these objectives. The 
coordinators were provided with a list of six program objectives. They 
ware asked to evaluate on the basis of their experience the manner in which 
these were presented. 

For objectives more then 10 of the 22 coordinators indicated that the 
objadtive*eret explicitly presented, and in no case did less then 19 of Ihe 
22 coordinators indicate that the objective was not presented or presented 
only implicitly. They were then asked to evaluate their understanding of 
thtse objactivts as a result of the training program on a scale which 
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iiicluded clt«r imd understm^liley letf tlum ambiguotiii imd not 

Mt «n cleat* The nucuher reporting e cleat and undeti toi^hle gtoap of 
each of the objectlvei ranged from 13 to 21# The nwaber onaweting leii

Cutticulnm diecuiiion and eeneitivity training took place in imell 
group wotlcihope of approxiisately 12 people# The m«»here of each group » 
curriculum leaders 9 sensitivity teachers 9 coordinators9 and participating 
religious representatives met for an hour and a half each week# When 
asked for on overall evaluation of the worth of these group mvk§hop», 11 
coordinators felt them to he of greet value 9 9 to he of some value 9 and 2 
of the 22 said they were of little value# When asked about the ii«e9 
control 9 and length of these workshop sessions9 over 70 percent reported 
favorably on each item# There was hardly ai^ fear expressed that the 
free workshop discussion would he grounds for reevaluation of the fitness 
of a coordinetor9 and the presence of school supervisors os memhers of 
some groups was generally not reported to have reduced the effectiveness 
of the sessions# One third of the coordinators found irregular attendance 
and tha introduction of new participants into functioning groups to he a 
source of difficulty9 only one coordinator reporting that it couaed no 
difficulty# 

Xn considering some of the areas of discussion included in the work« 
shop stssionsf over 68 percent of the coordinstors reported too little 
discussion of curriculum content 9 tesching methodS9 and administrative 
and implementation problems# Twelve of 22 said religious sensitivity 
was underdiscussed# At least 12 of 22 respondents considered the 
discussion sdequate in the areas of ethical 9 conmunity9 pupil9 teacher 9 
and parental senaitivities# Almost all who stated otheti^se found these 
areas to hava been too littla discussed# 

An onslysis of the caordinatori comments suggests the following tbme 
particular strengths of the workshop sessions in the order of their 
frequency I 

1# Self confidence was developed through the mutuel discussion of 
ideas snd feelings# 

2# Sel£*»understanding and a sympathetic underatonding of the ideas 
and feelings of others was generated through the discussions# 

3# A useful familiarity with the techniques of role playing and 
group leadarship was developed#

Af a loethod of detenaining the quality coordinator a* ^cperience in 
the group workahop aeaafonif they were aaked to recall their feeXlnga of 
reXascation or anxiety during the initial loeetinga of the workahopa and 
during the final aeaaiona. During the initial aeaaiona 2 reported being 
axtramely sslaxedi 14 being moderately relaxed and 6 moderately anxloue. 

In describing the final aeaaiona » 14 stated they were extremely relaxed 
and 8 moderately relaxed. Kone expreased anxious feelinge during the 
final aeaaiona. 

Following the amaXl group workahop aeaaiona a combined one and one 
half hour aeaaion took place during which all the aeparate workahop groups 
came together to hear guest speakers, discuss the new curriculum, and to 
exchange viewpoints and aafc queatlona. The overall opinion of these 
aeaaiona was favorable. Four coordinators described them as excellent, 

12 called them good. One aaid they were poor and three acceptable with 
two coordinators dlatrlbuting their ratings over the good and acceptable 
cetegorles. 

The major citywide guide to be used in the implementation of the new 
program is the preliminary curriculum guide. This booklet outlines, for 
each of the grades from pre^klndergarten to the 12th year, a scope and 
■equence, lesson contents, and suggested learning activities whichj^y be 
used in the classroom. A Study and discussion of the contents of this 
booklet was a concern of both the small group workshops and the combined 
■essiona. The coordinators were asked to evaluate the contribution of 
tbe Postgraduate Center training program to their understanding of the 
materials of this booklet. They were asked to rate on a five-point scale 
ranaina from Vary auperlor to Very poor the Scope and Sequenee, contents, 
iXSrning Activltlei suggested each grade level. To reduce the 
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number of cetegorlee the pre*«kin4ergiirten to 3^ the 4 to 7p end the S to 
12tb yeer leveXe were eombined to form three groupe, with three divielone 
in eech group for e totel of 9 judgmente* 

For the pre'*kindergerten to 3rd f»§rifgrede level® the model judgment 
of ecope end sequence wee good, Foor wee the second choice. The most 
frequent reting of the contents section for these grede levelf showed en 
equel number of retings of good end poor. The leerr^ng ectivities 
section wee reted es poor most frequently » followed by good. 



The 4 to 7 yeer grede levels scope end sequence > end contents, were 
both judged poor by most, followed next by good. The leeming ectivities 
segment for these gredes wes evelueted most frequently es poor with en 
equel distribution over good end superior folloi^ng. 

On the 8 to 12 yeer grede levels sections there wes en even distrib** 
ution of superior, good, end poor judgments essigned to eech of the 
divisions} scope end sequence, contents, end leeming ectivities. 

The coordinetor’s sense of being edequetely prepared to interpret 
end txplein the contents of the preliminary curriculum guide will not 
neceeeerily be determined by the euccess or failure of the curriculum 
diicuseions in this area. The coordinators were therefore asked to 
describe their state of preparation for edequetely eccpleining end 
interpreting the contents of this booklet to the mec^ers of the following 
groups s pupils, parents, teachers, principals end district superintendents 
They judged themselves ss very well prepared, edequetely prepared, in need 
of more preparation, or totally unprepared with respect to eech of the 
above identified groups. With respset to eech group the most frequent 
choice wes edequetely prepared. In ell eesee this also represented e 
majority of the choices made. 

The primery aim of the training provided wes the ectuel implsmentetion 
of the new program in the district coordinators own school district. The 
period of joint perticipetion in preparing for this job wes also en oppor*» 
tunlty to develop en ewereness of possible problems, to form en opinion 
on the value of the printed end eudlo-visuel tools eveileble, to frame 
criteria by which to evaluate success or failure, end to review one’s 
personal response to the task ahead. The coordinators were asked to 
anticipate the degree to which selected areas would present problems of 
implementation in their home districts. About half the coordinators 
expected teacher training to be a serious problem, end with almost es 
many agreeing that this would be somewhat of a problem. The other 
Identified areas were felt to present no problem or somewhat of a 
problem for most coordinators • 

When asked to evaluate the adequacy of the printed curriculum 
materials provided for the program, approximately two thirds of the 
coordinators rated them good to excellent. Their stated judgment on the 
adequacy of the eudio*»vlsuel materials provided was evenly divided with 
half rating them good to excellent and half rating them poor to adequate. 



%n cottsrniting on antioip«f:ed problems it, m§ seated by sone 
coordinators that efforts were needed to involve parents more, and to 
expect that problems would be more serions in the higher then in the 
lower grade levels# When asked to discuss additional problem areas 
about one third of the coordinators said that more audiO'^visual 
materials, more readily available in each district, should be provided. 

The two problems of concern suggested stost frequently after this were 
teacher training and the need for additional printed materials. 

When the coordinators were asked to state the major criteria by 
which they would evaluate the effectiveness of the implementation of 
the program the largest number of responses, twenty«*two, were devoted 
to pupil outcomes in terms of increased knowledge, healthier attitudes 
to family life and sexuality, the degree of pupil participation in class 
and group discussions, and to the development of values. Twelve choices 
indicated the ares of parental and community participation and acceptance 
of the program. Ten suggested criteria were in relation to teacher and 
school acceptance of, and participation in,the growth of the program. The 
number of schodls participating, entering, and expanding che current 
program was mentioned three times. Additional criteria suggested were 
teacher observations of boy-girl relationships, the improvement of group 
processes, end the participation of religious end medical groups in 
implementing the program. 



When asked to recall their feelings on being first assigned to the 
Impllmentation of family Living Including Sex Education end their 
feelings now that implementation was imminent, twelve coordinatore now 
felt strongly positive about the program whereas only three felt eo when 
first assigned, l^en first assigned nineteen felt positive as contrasted 
with ten who chose positive to describe their current sentiments* 

The coordinators were finally asked to evaluate the respective 
contributions to their expected efficiency as coordinators of the training 
they received since the programs inception, end the previous experience 
they brought with them to the job. Two chose the training they received, 
eighteen chose an equal combination of both previous experience end 
recent training as primary explanations of their efficiency, and two 
chose their previous experience exclusively. 

Additional reasons mentioned were the strong support of the district 
•uperintendents and additional training which had been received. 



Soma racomnaiidations for improving tha workshop aasaiona ware as follows: 



1, Tha laaders should ha more familiar with Board of Education 
policies and diractivas, 

2, Leaders and participants should rotate, 

3, Sessions should have specific topics for discussion. 

The coordinators were, tharafora, asked to describe their state of prep- 
aration for adequately explaining and interpreting the contents of the preto- 
inary curriculum guide. The most frequent description given was ’’adequately 
prepared.” Where it was given it consistently reflected the majority opinion. 

The primary aim of the training provided ma the actual implementation 
of the new program in the coordinators : ovm school districts. About half the 
coordinators expected teacher training to be a serious problemj almost as many 
agreed that this would be somewhat of a problem. 

When asked to evaluate the adequacy of the printed curriculimi materials 
provided for the program, approximately two-thirds of the coordinators rated 
them good to excellent. As to their expressed judg^nents on the adeqjmcy of 
the audio-visual materials, half rated them good to excellent and half rated 
them poor to adequate. 

In cowaenting on anticipated problems, some coordinators stated that 
greater efforts were needed to involve parents, and that problems would be more 
serious in the hi^er than in the lower grade levels. When the coordinators 
were asked to state the major criteria by >Mch they would evaluate the ef- 
fectiveness of the implementation of the program, the largest number of re- 
sponses (twenty-two) were devoted to pupil outcomes in terms of increased 
knowledge, healthier attitudes to family life and sexuality, the de^ee of 
pupil participation in closed and group discussions, and to the developnent 

of values. 
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imaiy, - Each school district provided a coordinator for Family living, 
Incliiding Sex Education. In conjunction with school principals, the coordi- 
nators assumed the responsibility for coordinating all activities associated 
with the implementation of the program within their respective districts. As 
of February 1, I960 each coordinator had received a total of 90 hours of spe- 
cialized training. 

In Iferch, I960 district coordinators were sent questionnaires concerning 
the training program they had ccwnpleted in February, I960. Seventy-three per 
cent of the coordinators retumf-i completed questionnaires. The first section 
of the questionnaire gathered information about the personal and professional 
background of the coordinators. The second section was devoted to the more 
immediate experience of their selection and initial participation in the pro- 
gram. The third and largest section was devoted to their training experience 
at the Postgraduate Center# Finally, they were asked to anticipate some of 
the problems of Implementation of the program in their district and to judge 
the adequacy of the materials and training they brought to their new assign- 
ment. 



The training program for district coordinators held at the Post Graduate 
Center for Mental Health included a battery of group aims. Therapists en- 
gaged in sensitizing the coordinators to their own and others * feelings and 
attitudes in the area of Family Living and Sexuality as a means of providing 
them with the opennoss of mind and emotion called for in this new area. The 
training program was designed to convey a clear sense of the curricuta ob- 
jectives to the coordinators with the intent that the coordinators would there- 
by experience a eense of underetanding the scope and nature of these objec- 
tives, Twenty-one indicated theix- reaction to their new assignment to be pos- 
itive or enthusiastic. 

The coordinators were asked to evaluate six program objectives on the ba- 
sis of their experience. In all cases more than 10 of the 22 respondents in- 
dicated that the objective was explicitly presented, and in no case did less 
than 19 of the 22 coordinators indicate the objective was less than implicitly 
presented. The number reporting a clear, understanding grasp of each of the 
objectives ranged from 13 to 21. Only three objectives were reported not to 
be eatiofactorily understood, the range going from 1 to 3, 

Curriculum discussion and sensitivity training took place in small group 
workshops of approximately 12 people, V^hen asked for an overall evaluation 
of the value of these group workshops, eleven coordinators felt them to be of 
great value, nine felt them to be of some value, and two of the twenty-two said 
they were of little value. 

In considering some of the areas of discussion included in the workshop 
sessions, over 60 per cent of the coordinators reported too little discussion 
of wirriculum content, teaching methods, and a^nistrative and implementation 
problems. The three particular strengths of the workshop sessions appeared 
to bei 

1. Self-confidonce developed through the mutual discussion of 
ideas and feelings • 

2. Self understanding and a sympathetic understanding of the 
ideas and feelings of others generated through discussions. 

3. Development of useful familiarity with the technique of role 
playing and group leadershlf.^^ ^

Of the 30 district coordinators responding, one reprasanting each of 
30 districts, 7 indicated that Family Living Frograms ware not baing icq?le» 
manted in thair districts. Of these 7, most raportad that «mpl«iantation 
would begin in September, 1968. Of the 23 remaining coordinators , 10 
raportad programs employing Family Living Curriculum roaterlala identified 
as such, 5 reported programs where such materials were usad by Incorporate 
ing them into the general curriculum without spaclflc idantlflcation, and 
0 raportad programs employing a combination of the two methods in intro* 
ducing the new materials. 

district Coordinators were asked to Indicate tlie type of instructional 
outcome expected from the methods of curriculum implemantation in their 
districts. Four outcome areas ware presented as possible choices and a 
coordinator could check any number of these outcomes he felt might eventu* 
ate from the program implemented in his district. Of a total of 92 possible 
responses, 30 were associated with expected outcomes in the area of 
daveloplng healthy attitudes to family Ufa and sexuality. This was 
clearly the most frequently expected outcome. Teaching specific 
enatcmlcal end physiologlcel processes and teaching the proper 
ology for body parts were respectively chosen 21 and 23 times, while 
Guidance as an expected outcome was chosen 15 times. 

District coordinators were elso asked to indicate how many actual 
individual classej had received instruction using the materials of the 
preliminary curriculum in Family Living as of May I, 1968. 

When the 30 coordinators were asked to categorize the nufld>er of 
Family Living clesses operating in academic and vocational high school 
programs in grsdes 8 and ll, 9 of the 30 responded that Family Living 
classes were operating in academic high school programs. The median 
number of elestet reported was 9 with a range of 1 to 15. Of these 31 
desses operating, 6 coordinators raportad all girl classes snd 5 re- 
ported all boy classes. Five of the 30 coordinators indicated that

Their itamediate past teaching backgrotind covering the last three years was 
described by 37 per cent of the teachers m health education and 
nineteen per cent stated common branches, and the remainder were distributed 
over the sciences, home economics, language arts, guidance, and eerly child-* 
hood education# 

In describing their experience of selection for participation In the 
program ,37 per cent of the teachers said they were volunteers a^ an equal 
number stated they were requested# Ten per cent were selected ivom among 
volunteers aiid 14 per cent were chosen by a combination of the above pro* 
cedutes# Their reaction on being assigned to implement the new program was 
stated to be enthusiastic by 63 per cent and positive by 32 per cent# Four

The teacher *8 experience in implementing the now program in Family 
Living, Including Siflc Educetion could be reviewed over the entire term; or 
ee the events of e single day’s teaching# The teachers were questioned 
first in detail about their clesiroom expirlencii of the one week Itmaediete* 
ly preceding the receipt of the questlonneire, end then they ware questioned 
In e more general way concerning their total classroom experiences over the 
entire past tarm# 

Claisroom imnlemantation * In reporting on the number of minutes devoted 
each day in the classroom lest week to instruction in Family Living, Including 
Sex Educetion certain school level petterns msergtd# In general the secondly 
schools reported from 3 to 5 deys of instruction for about 45 mlnutee on each 
of these dr/s# The elementary schools most often reported either one or two 
deys of instruction lasting about 30 minutes or four to five deys instruction 
for about 10 minutes each day# These patterns seem to reflect differencii 
in the structure of the classes found on these levels# In the elementary 
ichools the sime body of pupils ere faced by the same teacher over the entire 
week# If the material is taught ea e specific instructionel area, a 
delimited portion of time, in this xse about 30 to 40 minutes, would be 
devoted to Family Living, Including Sex Educetion on certain days. If the 
materiel is integrated within the overall instructional program, the emount 
of time devoted on any one day would tend to be smell end found interepereed 
over the acbool day# On the secondary level the instruction would be con* 
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fimd to fclie period when the teecher faces a parCicular group of pupils, 
on« period on any given day# In addition, although it might he tau^t for 
5 consecutive days in any week, this may occur over a limited number of 
weeks, the mi^er of weeks determined by the length assigned to this topic 
as part of a larger subject area* 



The actual inception of instruction varied from school to school. Based 
on the 77 teacher replies, approximately 25 per cent had begun classroom 
instruction by the first week in March, 50 per cent by the second week in 
April, and 75 per cent by the first week in May, 1968. In examining these 
dates, however, it must be pointed out that frequently the Family hiving. 
Including Sex Education instruction was presented as a unit within the 
course contenS of a subject area such as hygiene or health education, The 
date on which Instruction began therefore would Indicate its planned place 
in the term*s work devoted to these subjects rather than a tardy beginning, 

Mhat was the general achievement level of their participating pupils? 

In describing their pupils in terms of academic achievement 9 per cent of 
the teachers deicribed thm as above average and 6 per cent said below 
average, fhe remaining teachers divided evenly in describing their pupils 
as average or of mixed achievement levels Separate instructions for boys 
end girls was reported by 53 per cent, co-ed instruction by 31 per cent, and 
16 per cent did not answer. 

fhe teachers were ssked to review their lesson activities in the week 
prior to their receipt of the questionnaire, fhe lessons In the curriculum 
booklet art divided into an overall concept, the contents which define this 
concept, and suggested learning activities for implementing the lesson, fhe 
teachers were aal^d to rate each of these in terms of their <»cperience during 
the previous week, fhe concept for last week’s lesson was described at clear 
and teachcble by 54 per cent, fhe content was rated as practical and rale- 
vant by 60 per cent, and 44 per cent said the learning activities were 
practical. Approximately 22 of the 77 teachers or 28 per cent failed to 
rate the three sections. In no case did the unqualified negative judgments ex- 
ceed 5 per cent. Seventy-one teachers reported on the use of a text book by 
pupils in conjunction with instruction in Family Living, Including Sex 
Education, fhe uee of no text book wea indicated by 73 per cent. Of 77 
teachers, 53 per cent sef.d they used audio-visual aids during the course of 
lest weeks lessons, fhe teachers who used text books and audio-visual aids 
were asked to evaluate the quality of these tools, fhirty-two per cent said 
they were excellent, 19 per cent rated them at good, 9 per cent said they 
were fair, end 40 per cent failed to rate these materials. 

fhe introduction of a new area of instruction produces the necessity 
for eliminating or telescoping Inetructloa in other areas, fhe teachers were 
asked to indicate what they would have taught during the previous week if 
Family Living, Including Sex Education were not in the curriculum. Fifty- 
three teeohere replied, end their answers were categorised in terms of the 
instructional area which would have been presented if the new materials were 
not included in this term’s work, fwenty-two teachers said hygiene, including 
health safety, first aid and free play. Twelve teachers replied general 
science. Social studies and driver education were each mentioned eight tisMii 
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«nd the langwige arti and reading were identified by three teaebere# The 
teaebere were asked wliat bad happened to the instrwction which wonid have 
been given in piece of the new cnrriculnro laateriaii. Thirteen per cent 
of 53 teachers said it was dropped for the term, another 13 per cent said 
it was rescheduXed to another time> and 33 per cent said it had been pra** 
sented in abbreviated forro# The remainder did not reply or gave aiecell- 
aneous answers* 

The next group of questions were asked in terms of classroom ^cper* 
iences over the term since February 1963* Thirty^one per cent of the 77 
teachers said that a discernible change in classroom discipline accompanied 
instruction in the new ares, fifty per cent noted no change and 19 per cent 
did not answer* Twenty-four teachers explained their answers. Of these, 

17 teachers r^oticed a high degree of motivation and keen Interest by their 
pupils during instruction in this area. Two teachers stated that initial 
signs of little interest later changed to a* high degree of interest and 
participation in class discussion* Two teachers noted an increasing sware- 
ness of each other on the part of the boys and girls in their class and one 
reported a most enthusiastic response on the part of the girls in the class* 
Two teachers claimed there was a more than usual interest and participation 
by pupils with short attention spans# One teacher reported a great deal of 
giggling during the instruction* 

Classroom instructional time can also le used to train additional 
teaching staff members by their participation or observation of current 
practice* When esked whether a student teacher, or other teacher was 
present while the new material was presented,41 par cent of the teachers 
responded in the positive. Forty-seven per cant stetcd they would welcome 
the presence of such teachers. Twenty-seven per cant wcra undecided and 
5 per cant rejected the practice* 

In utilizing the preliminary curriculum guide over the course of the 
term the teachers were in a position to provide an overall opinion on its 
merits. Fifty-three per cent of the 77 teachers rated it as g^od to 
excellent, 18 per cent as adequate and 14 per cent as poor to very poor. 

The remainder gave no response. Printed roateriels for use in the classroom 
in this area were found to be both available and not readily available by 
24 per cent each, and 39 per cent seld they were available with effort* 

The rmsainder did not reply. 

The printed materials available were described as good to excellent by 
29 per cent of the teachers, adequate by 10 per cent, and poor to very poor 
by 6 per cent* Thirty-five per cent reported using none and the remelnder 
gave no reply* Twenty-three per cent of the teachers found audio-visual 
materials to be readily available end 60 per cent declared them to be avail- 
able with effort or not readily available* The remainder did not reply. 

Of the 60 respondents , the quality of these eudio-vlsuel materlels were 
considered good to excellent by 48 per cent, adequete by 22 per cent, 
poor by 5 per cent, end 25 per cent seld they did not use these elds lest 
week*

Mextf in order of frequency were suggestions for more emphasis on 
dating prhXems and sexuaX misconceptions, more time devoted to training 
and more emphasis on correct end scientific terminoXogy. ^e remaining 
suggestions eXustered in the areas of more sensitivity training, P*^*J^** 
participation, deaXing with the teacher’s own grade XeveX, demonstretlon 

Xessons end teacher qoaXity. 

The request for suggestions on areas needing Xess emphasis was answered 
by 40 per cent of the teachers in a negative sense. Xn deeXaring no or none 
they expXeined their response as a deeXaration that no avm of discussion 
ahouXd receive Xess mphmis. In terms of areas for which a positive act 
of deemphasis was desired the subjects of physioXossr and anatomy came 
first with about 25 per cent* The remaining suggestions were thinly 
scattered over relations with parents, discussion of the curriculum 
buXlotin, morality, methodology, hobbies and clubs, and what were called 

abstractions. 



The comments and observations made by the participating teachers 
indicated much enthusiasm and Interest in the new program# Ge^ra y, 
the teachers felt the program was having a significantly positive in- 
fluence upon the children in developing wholesome attitudes and correct- 
ing misconceptions about family living and sex, and had great potential 
for further development. The interest and enthusiasm of the children 
was very noticeable throughout the year. Xt was that the ^ . 

felt free and more relaxed in talking about sex without getting • 

In many instances they were eager to ask questions and continue discussions 

with the teacher after class. 



Many teachers stated that they found the teaching of Family Living 
and Sex Education to be a very rewarding .experience. Good rapport among 
pupils and between pupils and the teacher was reported by many teachsrs. 
Some teachers emphasized the importance of teaching Sex Education ana 
Family Living in an ethical and sociological context,where emphasis ia 
placed upon the responsibilities of family living. In general, e 
teachers felt that the parents have accepted the new program and are. 

In many cases, enthusiastic about it. 
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Among ihortconslRgii of fclie program reported by the teachers mtf 
the paucity of printed materiali and the inadequacy of curricuXtmi guides. 

The lack of audio-visual equipment and the shortage of time (some teachers 
complained that the program was not well integrated into the general 
curriculum) was also mentioned among the negative aspects of the new 
program. 

In general the teachers agreed that the program was successful in 
terms of its basic objectives and that it should definitely be continuedf 
indeed eTcpanded, next year# 

Sunanary - A random group of 117 teachers distributed over three school 
levels, elementary. Junior and senior high schools were sampled. A 
specially constructed questionnaire was sent to them. 

It was found that the actual inception of instruction varied from 
school to school. Based on teachers* replies about 25 per cent began 
classroom instruction by the first week in March 1%8, an additional 25 
per cent by the second week in April, and by the first week in May, I960 
a total of 75 per cent of the teachers were involved in classroom ln-» 
•truction. The time devoted to dally instruction in Family Mvlng in 
any given week varied between school levels and within any given school 
level on a dally basis according to the method of implementation employed. 

a 

In the conduct of the dally lesson, textbooks were used infrequently 
while audio-visual materials were employed more widely. The audio-visual 
materials used were rated favorably by a larger number of teachers than 
were the available printed materials. A majority, about 55 per cent, rated 
the curriculum booklet favorably on the basis of their classroom experiences. 

The effect of the Introduction of the new curriculum on other areas of 
instruction was in the direction of an abbreviation, rather than replacement, 
of previously taught content. The topics most often affected were found in 
hygiene, health safety, and first aid. 

About a third of the teachers noted a discernible change in classroom 
behavior accompanying instruction In the new area. Three-fourths of those 
teachers described this change as an Increase in motivation and classroom 
participation by pupils. Additionally, changes in the interpersonal 
relations of pupils were noted as well as increased attention on the part 
of normally less attentive pupils. 

The use of the classroom lesson period as a training time for poten- 
tial teachers of Family Living, Including Sex Education was reported by 
about 40 per cent of the teachers 

More teachers reported participation at local district training 
programs, \diich were designed to conform the Implementation of the new 
program to the needs of the local school districts, than at centrally 
located sessions. Sixty-one teachers provided recommendations on the 
training they received. The five categories which received most fre- 
quent mention were: the need for guidelines and examples in the treatment 
of sensitive areas, more training in the use of teaching materials, an 
increased entphesis on the developmental aspects of child growth with

Methods and groeeduree 

Proarem pevelonment - Xn school year 1967-1968 a total of 31,000 
pupil, in 8C«d«* to 12 involv^ in tha 

initruction waa givan to pupil, in 110 ichoolaj and pilot ®lf**** 
conducted in 55 edditlonel schools. A total of 360 classroom teachers 

particlpeted. 

Thirty-two coordinators of Pemily Living worked under the super- 
vielon of the dietrict superintendent to coordinate the program. Tha 
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impleiaeatafclon of program mu oislf fc«4 fey rtpreientatlvoi of varlout 
bureaus of the Board of Bduostion, the ctfcywide Advisory Council end 
local councils* 

A comprefeensive craining program mn insfcifeuted for reachers and 
supervisors* ffee various sessions conducted have been outlined in the 
main body of the report. 

Program Evaluation * Observations and judgments of participating 
personnel were used in gathering evidence concerning the effectiveness 
of the progrmn. Specially constructdd questionnaires t^re completed by 
all district superintendents and district coordinators and by a random 
smisple of principals and teachers* 

Outcomes with respect to pupil attitudes were assessed by means of 
three instrumentes a pupil attitude questionnaire for 'grades 6*12, a 
teacher questionnaire for grades 6»*12, and a teacher questionnaire for 
grades K«5. Both teacher questionnaires concerned teacher estituates of 
pupil attitudes* The three instruments were specially developed and 
analyzed for reliability and validity. 

Work on experin^ntaX editions of an achievement test designed to 
measure pupil knowledge of curriculum content was begun in May, 1968, 

An organized system for obfcalning tentative items from participating 
teachers was instituted, the items obtained are being edited and com- 
posed into pilot test forms for try-out, analysis and revision* the 
results found through the use of the various Instruments except the 
achievement test are summarized below, beginning with the findings 
concerning pupil attitudes.

Puoil Attitudes - the sample Involved in the evaluation of pupil attitudes 
consisted of 446 subjects, 259 girls and 187 boys, in 7 sixth grade classes, 
5 eighth grade classes and 8 eleventh grade classes, the teacher sample 
consisted of two types: one group comprised 17 teachers who were given 
the questionnaires in person; a second group comprised 23 teachers, 11 
teachers from grades K-5 and 12 teachers from grades 6-12, who were mailed 
questionnaireB, All told, 11 schools (four elementary schools, three 
junior high schools, and four senior high schools) were involved in the 
ssudent sampling, these schools are representative of public schools in 
New York City in specified categories such ass special service schools, 

•ex, format of curriculum, and other related categories. 

the curriculum was basad on the preliminary curriculum guide to 
Family living, Including Sex Education, which was prepared in the summer 
of 1967. 

In the absence of any available measures, questionnaires were special- 
ly developed for the purpose of evaluating attltudinal outcomes in relaticfi 
to the program objactlves. Three Instruments were developed: a pupil 
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qmstiommive^ for grades 6«X2, a teaclier quesfioimaire for grades 6-Xa, 
awd a second teactier quesfcioimaire for grades K«5» The split •haXf 
coefficient, Spearman Brown formula, was used as the measure of reli- 
ability, In general, the reliability coefficients for the three 
instruments ranged from ,71 to ,94, which suggests a fairly high estimate 
of internal consistency. The estimate of validity for the pupil 
questionnaire, grades 6-12, was a concurrent type of validity involving 
teacher ratings obtained from the taacher questionnaire, grades 6-12, 
as the criterion of comparison. 

Pupil attitudes were measured in terms of graphic comparisons (see 
Figures 1-3) made between teacher - pupil modal response profiles with 
respect to 12 multiple-choice questionnaire items. For the graphic modal 
response pattern comparlions, both pupil and teacher responses were used. 
When the findings of the sixth, eighth, and eleventh grades are seen as 
a whole, it can be stated that the majority of teachers and students are 
in fairly close agreement as to the ways in which most of the students 
view the currlculiOT. Perhaps even more noteworthy is the fact that 
student attltudlrisl outcomes are predominantly of a favorable quality. 

Comparisons of mean scores on the pupil questionnaire and the teacher 
questionnaire were made in further study of pupil attitudes. The statis- 
tical significance of the comparisons was determined by means of the *»t** 
test. Statistically significant differences were found between the mean 
scorea for grades 6 and 8 and for grades 6 and ll, which indicates that 
the attitudes of sixth grade pupils to the program objectives are more 
favorable than those of the eighth and eleventh grade pupils. This 
finding may be attributable, in part, to the fact that eixth gradere 
received 75 minutes of instruction per week, whereas eighth end eleventh 
graders usually racelved 40 minutes of Instruction per week. Moreover, 
sixth grade pupils spend the entire school day with their homeroom 
teacher, whereas eighth and eleventh grade students typically •pend one 
or two class periods a week with their teacher for instruction in this 
curriculum. 

A statistically significant difference m9 also found between the 
Bjean scores for grades 8 and 11, indicating that the attitudee of the 
eighth grade pupils to the program objectives are more favorable than 
those of the eleventh grade pupils. This finding may reflect a more 
individualistic, differentiated way of thinking about aex on the part 
of the eleventh grade students. 

Again, a statistically algnlflcant difference was found between the 
mean ecores of hoys and girls for grade 11, vihich suggests that the 
attitudes of the girls to the program objectives are more favorable than 
those of the boys. This finding may reflect a greater ego involvement 
in the curriculum on the part of the girls, particularly In relation to 
•uch topics as ! readiness for marriage, havitig the right partner, 
building a successful marriage, being in love, and the like. 

No statistically significant difference was found between the mean 
acores of two groups of eleventh grade boys, for one of which the format

Although haeed on a 
email tub eample, this finding may have relevance to the etructure and 
format of future curriculum planning for eleventh grade laale itudentt, 

Ifo itatietical tignificance wat found between the mean tcoret of 
12 teachers from grades 6-12 to whom the teacher questionnaire was mailed 
and 20 teachers from grades 6-12 to whom the teacher questionnaire was 
personally a<h»inlstered. This result suggests that the method of a^ln- 
istration of the teacher questionnaire is not a significant factor in 
differentiating between their perceptions of class attitudlnal outcomes. 

Supervisory and Instructional Fersonnel 

nistrict Superintendents* Questionnaire « 'The superintendents 
reported that 1^ ichooli were involved in providing instruction in The 
Family Living, Including Sex Education program. Of these, only 3 districts 
reported that no actual clessroom instruction had as yet been implemented, 
although teachers had been selected and were attending in-service training 
courses. The roarer of schools per district where pupil instruction in 
fmilj Living was being provided varied from 1 to 16 with a median of 7 
schools# A lerge majority of the superintendenti were in favor of either 
expanding the program or continuing the program. Although a precise 
account of the community reactions to the program could not be taken at 
the present time over 50 per cent of the respondents Judged the community 
reaction ae very favorable and 45.5 per cent Judged It to be at least 
favorable. Over half of the respondmiti reported that they received stroi^ 
support from the community. Nevertheless a signifiotnt minority indicated 
that the support was not particularly strong. The auperintendents also 
felt that parent-school relationships had increased. 

The tuperintendents generally agreed that the reactions of other 
participating diatrict personnel to the new program ranged from favorable 
to very favorable. However, there were some Initances of a lukewarm and 
Indifferent attitude tmiard the new program. 

Over half of the superlntendenti reported thet the introduction of the 
program had had no significant effact on other instructional priorities, 
while ebout 14 per cent indiceted that it had a favorabla effeet, and an 
aqual percentaga raported a negatlva effact on other initructionel prior- 
ities. 

According to most of the iuperintendenti the program had a positive ef- 
fect in increasing teacher *s seniltlvity to pupil needs and parental needi, 
and sensitivity to community nteds. Ninety-five per cent of the district 
•uperintendents reported that their teachers participated in The Central 
Training Frogram. Ninety-one per cent of the reipondents preferred the 
iocel district treinlng progrems to the out-of-district treining progrems*

A nim^er of iuperintendent# exprei#ed the need for training program# for 
parent#, adminiatered by trained peraonnel. 

School IrineinaX# Queationnairea - The principal# reported that 
variow# method# were used to recruit teacher# for the new program. Many 
principal# selected the teacher# themselve#, some asked for volunteer# 
and a few relied upon recommendation# made by other staff member#. Two 
type# of training center#, central and local, were instituted for the 
professional teaching staff. Leas than half of the principals stated 
a preference for the local district programs, while slightly over 50 
par cent declared a preference for the use of both the local and 
central program. With respect to post-training aaalgnmenta, most 
of the principals stated that their teachers actually engaged in 
instruction in the new program, while over 25 per cent indicated that 
their teachers had not year engaged in instruction during the current 
term. Most of the principals considered the training provided for 
teachers to be adequate although over half felt that more training 
was needed. 

With regard to implementation of the new curriculum, less than 
half of the principal# indicated that their school policy was to identify 
the are# of study as Tamtly Living, Including Sex Education. Only 
9.3 per cent indicated the exclusive use of the integrated method 
(incorporating materials into other curriculum areas), while about 
20 per cent declared that both methods were used simultaneously. 

Over 70 per cent of the respondent# concluded that pupil reaction 
to the new program was at least favorable, many stating that it was 
indeed enthusiastic. There were no reports of any hostile reactions, 
although a small percentage of pupils were indifferent. The general 
parental reaction to the program was favorable. As a measure of the 
suceestful acceptance of the program by the cotamunlty, the principals 
reported an encouraging nucber of incident a where membera of the 
community requeated continued or expanded instruction in this area.

aibility for coordinating all activitiaa asaociatad with tha implamanta** 
tion of tha program within thair raapaetiva diatricta, Aa of February I, 
1968 aach coordinator had racaivad a total of 90 hour# of iptcialiaad 
training, 

Iha training program for diatrict coordinatora hald at tha foat* 
gradueta Cantar for Mental Health included a battery of group aima, 
Tharapiata vorkad to aanaitiaa tha coordinatora to thair own and othera* 
faalingt and attitudaa in tha area of family living and aaxuality aa a 
maana of providing them with the opanneaa of mind and cmiotion called 
for in thia new area. Ihe training program waa deaigned to convey a 
clear canae of the curriculum objectlvea to tha coordinatora with tha 
intent that the coordinatora would tharaby underatand tha acopa and 
nature of tha objactivaa. 

The coordinatora were aakad to avaluata aix program objactivaa on 
the baaia of thair own axperienca. For all aix objactivaa a majority 
of the coordinatora indicated that tha objactiva waa explicitly preaantad. 
tha number reporting a clear understanding of each of the objective! 
ranged from 13 to 21, Only three objectlvea were reported not to be 
aacia f actor ily understood, and by only a few coordinators, three or 
fewer. 

Curriculum diecussion and aenaitlvity training took place in email 
group workahopi of approximately 12 people. When asked for an overall 
evaluation of the value of theee group workahopa, eleven coordinatore 
felt them to be of great value, nine felt them to be of some value, 
end two of the twenty-two said they were of little value.

When asked to indicate the instructional outcome expected from the 
programs, the coordinators indicated the development of healthy attitudes 
to fsmlly life and sexuality as the most frs(|uently i^ected ou^*.oroe, and 
guidance as the least expected outcome* Xhis suggests that future guide- 
lines for curriculum implementetion place heaviar emphasis on specific 
teaching activities geared toward healthy attitudinal development# 

At the 8th and llth grade levela the coordinators more frequently re- 
ported progriaas operating in academic programs than te vocational programs* 
Moreover, it would scot that when programs exist in both vocational and 
academic settinga thi.re tend to be more classes operating in the academic 
•ettings. This suggests the need to encourage program development in 
vocational settings* Xhe data available also indicate that in both vocation- 
al and academic settinga the majority of family Mving instructional classes 
tend to be either all boy or all girl* Increased co-educatlonal classes 
should be considered in terms of efficacy in achieving program goals* 

ghft Teaqher-Fc^beck Ques tiormaire - the teachers indicated that the 
actual inceptloh of instruction varied from school to school. About 25 per 
cent of the teachers had begun classroom instruction by the first week In 
March 1968* An additional 25 per cent had begun by the second week in April, 
and by the first week in Hey I960, 75 per cent of the teachers were in- 
volved in classroom instruction* Xhe time devoted to daily instruction In 
Family Mving in any given waek varied between school levels, and wifdiin 
any given achool level varied according to the method of implm&entetion em- 
ployed* 

In the conduct of the dally lesson, tmetbooks were used infrequently, 
while eudiovisual materials were employed mone widely, fhe audiovisual 
natariels used were rated favorably by a largar nuodier of teachera than 
were the available printed materials.

Ihe affect of the introduction of the new curriculum on other areas of 
instruction was in the direction of an abbreviation, ° rather than replcee- 
mentf of prevloualy taught contant* lha topica moat often affactad were in 
hygiena, health safety, end first aid* 

About a third of the taachers noted a diecemible change £n classroom 
bahavior accompanying instruction in the new area* Ihree- four the of these 
taachers described t£is change as an increase in motivation and claasroom 
participation by pupils* Additionally, changes in the Interpersonel re- 
letions of pupils were noted, as well ee increased ettention on the part of 
normally less attentive pupils* 

1*he use of the claasroom lesaon period at e training time for potential 
teechers of Fmnily Living, Including Sex Sducetion was reported by about 
40 per cent of the teachers* 
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A umjority of toacfiero teporfcod participation in local diitrict 
training programs, rather than in central sessions, fhe locstl programs 
wete specially designed to gear the implementation to the needs of the 
local districts,, Sixty-one teachers provided recomroendations on the train- 
ing they recexved. 



^he five categories which received most frequent mention were; the 
need for guidelines and examples in the treatment of sensitive areas | more 
training in tlin use of teaching materials; an increased msphasis on the 
developmental aspects of child growth with particular reference to aeiEualltyi 
more time devoted to the social manifestations of sexuality in marriage as 
found in various cultures; more training in finding and ^loitlng the 
pedagogical rescmrces available for classroom use« Generally, the teachers 
felt that the program was having a significantly positive influence upon 
the children in developing wholesome attitudes. It operated to correct mis- 
conceptions about family living and sex, and had great potential for further 
development. Ihe teachers felt that parents and pupils have accepted the 
new program and are, in meny cases, enthusiastic about it. In general, the 
teachers agreed that the program was successful in terms of its basic ob- 
jectives, and that it should definitely be continued. Indeed expanded, next 
year. 

Ihe program in Family Living, Including Sex Education should be continued 
and expanded. 

Thf role of the district coordinator is valuable, and more time should 
be made available to the diatrict coordinator to devote to Family Living, 
Including Sex Education. 

Special instructional materials, especially audiovisual materials, are 
needed and are valuable in instruction in Family Living and Sex Education. 
Considerable additional work remains to be done in designing and producing 
such materials. 

The In-service training of teachers and suparvlsori in Family Living, 
Including Sex Education is valuable and should be contined and expanded. 
Increasing emphasis should be placed on training at tha local district level. 

Instruction in Family Living and Sex Education has a desirable effect 
on pupil attitudes. There is a need for a long range program to develop 
scientifically valid and reliable measures of pupil attitudes in this area. 

An achievement test designed to measure pupil knowledge in the area 
of Family Living, Including Sax Education will ba a valuable instrument 
for tha measurement of pupil outcomes in this curriculum area.
